Editor, President Sally Kirka is doing a fine job but like all editors 
she needs articles and your help is the difference between an interesting 
Newsletter and one loaded with space fillers. 

Her situation isn't unique, I have been (and am) the editor of the Num- 
mismatic Literary Guild Newsletter during most of the eighteen years the 
organization has been in existence. In only one recent issue has there 
been more articles than available space....and that group consists of al¬ 
most 300 writers, editors publishers, curators and photographers. 

Thus it is understandable that Sally often finds a shortage of avail¬ 
able material for you to read.

If you can’t type, 
why not write slowly and carefully? It allows added time to think and 
lets the editor decipher what has been created.

It is normal reaction as what interests you may not seem like it 
would be satisfactory for others. Let me assure you that in most instan¬ 
ces, interests of club members coincide. 

Subjects such as "My Favorite coin, How I started in the Hobby, The 
Most Unusual or Costly or Best Bargain I own" OR any article about person¬ 
al subject coins would be fun to write and a delight to read. 

If you own a home computer or have access to one, word processing fea¬ 
tures allow quick erasing, changes or substitutions. Practice is the name 
for proficiency in writing so take advantage of your unit and whether you 
create a masterpiece or a messterpiece you will have had the satisfaction 
of knowing you have contributed to TEC and indirectly to your own expan¬ 
sion of knowledge. 

Some of the articles I have read in this Newsletter are professional 
quality. Many of you can easily stretch your horizons to selling articles 
to non-numismatic publications. The fact that our hobby is a stranger to 
the public serves as an added incentive for an editor of a general circu¬ 
lation publication to buy something informative.

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SOME OF THE COST OF PRODUCING AN ELONGATED COIN BY C ^cHVILLe!°ARk! 

When I first starting rolling elongated coins, I could buy a blank die 
made from tool steal for $ 23 . and today it costs, me between $45. to *50. 
for a blank die. This is what we know as inflation. Remember the 60 
oostage stamp in 1970 and now 200 . I started making dies.in 1977- Here 
are some of the nrices I paid for materials that are used m making a die 
the coating we use to prepare a roll for engraving $ 18 . a bottle and to¬ 
day $48. a bottle. I use three different kinds of developer, the A & B we 
use for black and white film $ 1 . 50 , now $ 10 ., the other developers 
same. The spray I use to spray the pennies $1.39, and now over_$5• P® r 
100 ft., now $24.50. I could go on and on. This is.not even figuring the 

hours scent on mileage on our cars. There are still other things we use 

in producing a die, electricity, steel acid, letters for our art work, so 
you see its not just using a penny to make an elongated coin. If one does 
lot make his own dies, thin its from $35- to $55- and up. I have heard 

some tell me that they have paid $ 150 . just for a die. 

The art work alone takes at least four hours to eight hours and I ha 
worked up to twelve hours on some. Why, because a lots of time we have 
work from a logo the size of a postage stamp or Christmas card and it 

takes a long time to get this all together. . _ 

Why do some of us still stay in the business of rolling elongated coins. 
Because its a hobby to us and as long as we can at least pay for our sup¬ 
plies, we are satisfied. I guess its a challenge to us. It also keeps 

° U Please remembl?'that the price of an elongated coin in 1971 was 500 and 
in 1984 its still 500. So who is getting the breaks, its still the elon¬ 
gated coin collectors! I also keep a correct record of all I roll and a 
lot of my coins rolled are in the 50 to 300 bracket. Where a roll¬ 
er at a fair or at a tourist spot rolls from 10,000 from the same die. So 
whose elongated coins are the rarest? When some of us are gone to our 
maker, a lot of our elongated coins will be of a small mintage. Below are 
some of the coins I made recently.

SPRAY OR NOT TO SPRAY

Many members and new rollers of elongated coins have asked me, why are 
the backs so nice of the coins that I roll? I really don t know what 
sav but I did find out a few put on to much spray paint. Or put it on to 
heavy. We all do this the first time, hut like me I've learned from my 

Deff spray is very good if you dont over spray. This I found out 
myself. Some pSt i? on so heavy you can't see a thing on the hacks of a 

rolled out coin. So I kept trying until I think I have it good now or the 

coins look real nice and Lincoln shows up good. ,, 

First put your coins in a row side by side, or close to each other. 
Then I keen the rows a good three inches apart. When I have all the coins 

ready, I shake the can of spray paint three minutes like it said on the 

can. This is a must. Then when I spray I go over each row °W y ™°? 
when you start the next row you don’t over lap the spray. This way each 
row is only sprayed once. Never go back and forth on the pennie . 
o?er the eennies once and thats it. Also don’t hold spray to long in one 
snot but keep going down each row of coins. The trick of spraying is not 
to put it onLo heavy . Try this a few times until you think its enough. 
Now you may have a better way, so try out your own ways to. 

I still like to use the brown stain and put this on by hand. Leaning 
nutting on each coin one at a time with a q-tip. I at times hold the com 
with a tooth pick with one hand while I put the stain with the q-tip. 

”Se could he better ways so to each their own. When I do it this way, 

I let them dry for awhile. If the coins are to light I go over them again 

as coins show up better. I always have the coins ready long before I o 

any tolling of coins. So I have some of all coins ready to roll at all 

tlM ?ts still better to make your coins look nice as I've seen some messy 
coins lately. Yet you will learn by trying different things. Don t be 
afraid to buy things and try them out. You may even find some-thing very 
soecial and better that we can also use to make the backs of the coins 
even better looking. I do know there are many that have nice coloring on 
the backs of coins to. Yet many learners still trying to do a good job 
for all. If you found something good lets hear of it so we can all use 
vour idea. We can try it and just may like it. I did learn a new trick 
of later taking off the stain and a new idea on coins. Only this.is an¬ 
other story and best done in the summer. This was made from a mistake, 
but came out very nice to.

On November 14-, 1983 I wrote to the U.S. Mint in Denver and included a 
couple of the zinc cents. One had a horrible_blackened area on the Head 

side and the other cent was a very brassy looking one. 

On November 21, 1983 they wrote back to tell me that the black area 
was because a rinse solution had been left on the cent. (I haven t been 
able to clean it off with anything. Fortunately not too many like that.) 
The other coin was plated with additional zinc in the plating solution. 
(H® didn'? say why they did this.) It did have the required thickness of 
plating however. The man that returned my correspondence was Veldon Reed, 

^ h Some P other°interesting information was that they cent°ut tlie^manu- 
facture of the copper-plated zinc cent blanks. (I heard from another 
source that the Ball Brothers canning supply company was one of the sup- 
pUera. They've been in the zinc nfg. , business for a lo-o-ng time.)

ed. They review and inspect every sample. He also said, that they have 
rejected a very high percentage of the blanks and sent them back to the
